DISTIRCT COUNCILLORS RESORT 


The County Structure Flan has naturally been discussed ty the planning 
committee in some depth and will be discussed by full council at a 
special meeting on October 25rd. 


The existing Good Rule and Government byelaws expire at the end of this 
year and at the last General Purposes Committee meeting possible amend- 
ments were discussed. The Byelaws cév2r a wide veriety of issues to 
do with good neighbourly ccnduct and particularly pertinent to the 
village is the item referring to dogs fouling footways and grass 
verges. The byelaw states 1. No person in cherge of a dog shall 

allow the dog to foul a footway or grass verge (being a footway or 
grass verge to which this byelaw applies) by depositing its excrement 
thereon. fFrovided that in proceedings for an offense against chis 
byelaw it shall be a defence for the person charged to prove that he 
took 211 reasonable precautions and exercised all due diligence to 
avoid the commission of the offence. 2. The byelaw applies to: 

a) The footpath of any highvay or any public plece and b) A grass 
verge which is not more than three metres wide and is i) adjacent to 
the carriageway or footpath of a highway; and ii) managed by a local 
authority and maintained in good order. 3. For the purposes of this 
byelaw the owner of the dog shall be deemed in charge thereof, unless 
the court is satisfied that at the time when the dog fouled the foot- 
path or grass verge it had been placed in or taken into the charge of 
some other person. 


A person found guilty of offending against any of the vyelaws is 
liable to a fine not exceeding £50.

The County Council's Planning Sub-Committce have again discussed the Cambridge 
Green Belt Proposals and has decided to annend a nuyver of proposals nade in the 
original draft. These include the retention of the Green Belt at Trumpington and 
the releasing of land for development of housin;; and cmpyloyment on the north side 
of Cambridge near the Science Park plus deletion from the Green Belt of 30 acres 
of land adjacent to Marshalls to enable them to expand. Due to these and other 
ammendments there will be a need for a further round of consultations with a six 
week period for the public to see the anmendod docuzcnts and make fresn 
representations. 

I am pleased that at last ‘iere has beon a vesolutic« of the problem of who 
Chairs County Council Committee Meetings, cow all tarce Political Parties will be 
taking part in what will be pwely tne Munajcment 2nd running of Meetings and not 
a Policy making role. I sincerely hove that now the number and length of Meetings 
will be considerably reduced and the decisicn maxing process of the Council will 
be greatly improvéd. 

Later in September the Zcucation Commitive will be discussing tae principles of 
the re-organisation of 16 - 19 wducaticn in the Ra sanecrai pennian areca. The options 
range from retaining the current structure waicn 2ss successfully existed for the 
past 12 years and consisting of Sixth form pelleces - 11/18 Schools - Further 
Education Colleges to their replacement by two massive new Tertiary Colleges. The 
result of the discussions will set the patlere of iducaticnal provision to the 
21st Centuary. I would be ver; pleased to hear scour views on this subject. 

The County Ccuncil's urafit structure Flan has arvased considerable interest and 
controversy especially iu relaticn vo tac vitic of .xpansicn proposed across the 
County to mect projected licusiug acids. ove ivcu.ty unis includes the proposed 
new settlement scar Swavesey whica would accomnouute 10,700 people, if aoppoved 
this settlement could nave many implications for jar Nill. I would also be pleased 
to hear your views and comments on vnis.
